SEIZURE OF AMERICAN FISHING 
VESSELS. 


saaclit United States fishing ves 
sels are becoming sumerous. The 
cruiser La Camadienne was yesterday te 
ported to have found. » Gloucester 
‘schooner named the Lissie Jane, away Up 
the River St. Lawrence, near Seven Is- 
land Bay, at anchor cise in shore, and 
her crew deliberately catching halibut and 
codfish, with their breto 

from the land. The intruder was seized, 
and has been sent to the port of Quebec 
for- adjudication in the Admiralty Court 
there. Tho fiabing schooners Lettie and 
Abert haye been detained under 
very suspiciois circumstances. ‘These 
vessels belong a fleet of 
mackerel craft ostensibly owned by natives 
of Prince Edward Island, but believed. to 
be, m fact, the property of a Boston firm 
of Gah merchants, styled Myrick & fall, 
who carry on an extensive business at 
Charlottetown. They equip the vessels, 
man and outfit them for fishing, and exe- 
‘cute articles with the crews on the shares 
principle which governs most American 
fishing voyages. ‘The vessels sail and fieh 
fall along our coast where mackerel are 
most plentiful, and after “com- 
pleting their fares return to 
ports around, or in waters near the Is- 


tev, tranefer their cargoes to steamers or 


registered American vessels, to be «ther 
again transhippel in bonds after curing 
for Boston, conveyed in bulk, or barrelled 
faboant and taken round (0 Massachusetts 
ports, and there entered and sold as Ame- 
rican caught fish. Such “ dodges" may 
be clever, but we fariéf tbpy will be found 
rather dangerous, since the Government 
seoin determined to frustrate them, and 
to break up the awindle.- If the authori- 
ties of Priace Edward Inland mean to carry 
on this rascally sort of Butler reciprocity 
with the United States citizens, they should, 
be compelled at least to confine their 
operationsto the island waters. Wo can 
not of course interfere with their che wing

Since the First Napoleon's escape from 
Elbs and padden secession to the throne

‘army, and|the surrender ‘of Napoleon to 
the Prusan King. When we look beck 
‘at the oceprrences of the past few weeks, 
snd the strange changes which have tran- 
spired within that time, it scarcely seems 
possible that they can be real, appearing 
‘us they db, more like the wild imagina 
tions of aj dream, than the sad and stern 
realitiea af life. 

Only «jmonth ago the Freach Experor 
marsballgd hia army upon the north east- 
‘ern frontjer of France, prepared not only 


marched, eager for. am opportunity 
to meet the foe, and to the many 
insults and humiliations they and 
their coantry had endured af the hands of

‘umph| On the contrary, it seems to us 
that the future of Buropean politics looks 
very dark and threatening in consequence 
of the comparatively easy successes which 
the gfeat military despotism of Europe has 
obtained. Flushed with victory, and ren- 
dered more overbearing than ever, who 
will be the next foo with whom Bismarck 
and Non Moltke will desire to measure 
wrords. It ia certain that they eaanot at 
tempt the invasion of England, but Bel 
‘glum and Turkey are both open to the at- 
tacks of Prussia and between whom 
it is tail, a complete understanding ezists, 
In Feance Great Britain loses the only ally 
‘upor whose asnstance she could count in 
the Eastern question, and, therefore, from 
selfidh motives, as well as from real feelings 
of sympathy with the French nation, we 
regret to hear of their humiliation. 
‘or is it with the French nation alone 
that! we sympathise, for, in spite of all 
that} may be charged against Napoleon, 
we dunnot but regret the downfall of 
mad of his wonderful -ability amd many 
good qualities. He “may not be the 
erg which some of his admigers represent 
him|to be; but be certainly is not the 
moister of iniquity that his enemies des- 
enbe. The truth, probably, ties balf way 
between the two. Napoleon isa man who, 
though thoroughly selfish and ambitious, 
is 4 truly patriotic Frenchman, and has 
the! welfare of hia country warmly at heart. 
If the interests of France and the Napo- 
leopie dynasty could have been advanced 
by & rupture with Great Britain, the endente 
cordiale would have been dimolvei ins 
moment. An alliance with the British 
Enjpire, however, was an advantage both 
to France and Napoleon, and therefore 
it was maintained.

The armies of France 
have stflered terribly, but the nation still 
survives, and is even yet capable of mak: 
ing a desperate effort rather than submit 
to dishonourable terms of peace. It may 
be reasonably hoped, however, that Great 
Britain and the other great powers may 
intervene in the interests of pesce with » 
fair prospect of succes, more espe 
clallyas it must be remembered that it is 
not France alone that is bleeding at every 
pore, but that in thousands of German 
homes to-day the voice of the widow and 
the fatherleas, bewaila the lots of their stay 
and protector, and enters a protest against 
the longer duration of the: strife. As we 
read the terrible story and realize, as in 
only « faint degree we can, the frightful 
misery and desolation which war entails, 
the most callous and unreflecting among 
ws cannot filil to feel more grateful than 
ever for the peace which we enjoy, and 
for that constitutional Government whieh 
renders it imposible for us to be called 
‘upon to fight in any quarrel, save for the 
defence of our liberties and the security of 
oar homes,

A HISTORY OF THe WAR. 


Wo propose to lny before our readers in 
+s short and concise « form as possible, « 
history of the war, from the time of war 


which were contained in the telegr :phic 
reports received from day to duy, and to 
give mucha summary of fucte as wll ena 
ble our readars to form just estimate of 
what has occurred, and what are the prob- 
able eventaal.ties of the future. 

Tt ix not likely that the true causes 
which led to the war will at present bo 
made known. We do not believe that 
. wanted war, and recent events 
have certainly proved that he was not pre- 
pared for it, But the risk of war was not 
20 great for him as the Uangerous fesults 
which would follow if he permitted the 
tn abe and dignity of the French Empire 
to be insulted or oven treated with any 
degree of sight. The French people con- 
sidered that two affronts had been offered 
to them by Prussia, first in the attempt to 
place s German Prince on the throne of| 
Spiin without consulting France, and sec 
ondly im the rade brasque manner in 
which the French Ambassador bad been 
treated by the Prusian King, when be 
‘was zealously striving tp prevent @ resort 
to arms, Thus the pride and passions of 
the French people wera thoroughly awa- 
ened, and for Napoleon to have “eaten 
humble pie” again, as be did in 1866, 
would have been a vary dangerous experi- 
ment for him. ‘The whole nation was 
aroused and osger to avenge the wrongs 


attempted in Paris it was put down by the 
people themaclves, and war fover like 
that which prevailed in the Northern 
states of the American Union after the 
capture of Fort Sumter, raged with ir- 
resiatible violence among all clases of 
the Freach people.

tions of popular violence hearing » strong 
resemblance to those which initiate! the 
revolutions of 1792 and 1848, were made 
‘upon the Boulevards and leuding public 
thoroughfares, The Empress Eugenie 
finding her authority no longer recognised, 
ami that ifshe attempted to enforce it 
blood would certainly be shed in 
the streets of Pans, eft the city, 
and as events turned out it wis well that 
she did 20, for before many hous hed 
elpeed a mob of infuriated Republicans 
with Kochefort at tbeir head came dows 
to the Tuilleries, and destryed » large 
amount of Yalable property.
